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INTRODUCTION 

Genesis 

This bibliography came about as one of the results of the Colloquium on the 
Validation of Oral Proficiency Tests held during the 1979 meeting in Boston of 
Teachers of English to Speakers of Other Languages. It was noted by several 
Colloquium participants that there was no comprehensive source of materials on 
second language testing available, and they suggested a computer search of the 
ERIC data base as a first step toward providing such a resource. 



Search Strategy 

The original computer search was done in March 1979 and was updated manually 
through July 1979. The initial search strategy was made as broad as possible 
in order to obtain references dealing with all aspects of language testing, 
including native as well as foreign languages. Everything in the data base 
that was indexed" with any "language" term combined with any "test" term 
appeared in the printout. Sophia Behrens, Kathleen McLane, Peter Eddy, and 
Alice Omaggio of the ERIC/CLL staff at the Center for Applied Linguistics each 
did a preliminary culling of a portion of the search, and then Dale Lange and 
Ray Clifford weeded through the entire encyclopedia-sized printout in order to 
make the final decision as to what should be included in the published 
version. The ED and EJ numbers were sent to the ERIC Facility, where the 
camera-ready copy was generated from the computer tapes of the ERIC data base. 



Co ntent 

The bibliography contains virtually all references to foreign/second language 
testing that have been entered into the ERIC data base since its inception in 
1966. It includes ERIC documents announced in Resources in E ducation 
(ED-numbered citations) and journal articles announced in, "Current Index to 
Journa l s in Education (EJ-numbered citations). The focus is on second and 
foreign language testing, including English as a second language and bilinqual 
education, but there is also a considerable amount of information on first 
language testing and on testing methods in general that is applicable to 
second languages. There are very few references to teaching Enqlish as a 
native language, language handicaps, or native language acquisition. 



Organization 

The bibliography is divided into two main entry section' --the document resume 
section and the journal article resume section--and also provides subject and 
author indexes. Document resumes include, among other information, a 200-word

abstract, subject indexing terms, and ordering details. Journal article 
resumes include journal citations, subject indexing terms, and, in most cases, 
a short annotation. Most ED documents can be ordered from the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service or from specified alternate sources; EJ articles can be 
read in the journals themselves or ordered from University Microfilms. (For 
further details on ordering, consult the forms and i nformat ion- appended to the 
bibliography.) 



Subject Indexes 

The subject indexes are similar to those in R esource s in Education and Current 
I ndex to J ourna ls in Education . As in RJ_E and CUE , they were generated by 
computer from the major index terms assigned to the resumes. However, the 
indexes for the terms "Testing," "Tests," and "Language Tests" were not 
included; because of the subject matter of the bibliography, virtually every 
citation would have been listed under those headings. 



Com puter Rugs 

The marvels of the computer have made this bibliography possible; it is also 
subject to its limitations. Misspellings, peculiarities of style, or 
typographical errors that occurred when the original computer entries were 
made are repeated in the current resume sections and in the indexes as well. 
Although we have corrected manually whatever errors we could, a few still 
remain. In the early issues of RIE, for instance, the author's name, the 
title, the index terms, and the abstracts were printed entirely in upper case 
letters they appear this way throughout the entry sections and the indexes of 
the present bibliography. Furthermore, authors who submitted different 
articles under different versions of their names are listed each way in the 
index. (See, for example, Dale [I.] Lange!) And since the computer makes a 
distinction between a name in upper and lower case letters and a name in upper 
case letters only, authors of the earliest entries who have more than one 
article listed may appear twice in the index. Readers are encouraged to share 
their reactions with us to this experiment in automated bibliography 
preparation.

The author lists steps for constructing a research 
study guaranteeing "statistically significant results 
when comparing two populations which diner lin- 
guistically." Many of these steps are direct quota- 
tions from typical research reports choose a control 
group as much like yourself as possible; assume your 
own dialect is standard; encode all directions, ques- 
tions, and answers in your own dialect; judge re- 
sponds as correct only if they arc properly stated in 
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your dialect; use experiences drawn from the con- 
trol (your own) group; follow t rule of thumb; if 
something is important to you, it is important; judge 
all data as deviation from the control group! you are 
the norm, all elae is deficiency. This facetious model 
for research is based on s "total fiction: that lan- 
guage can be judged on • single norm and that lan- 
guage difference and language deficiency are 
synonymous." Every child schieves a basic mastery 
of his dialect well before beginning school and can 
express anything important to him to the people in 
his speech community. He speaks his dialect gram* 
matically: if he didn t, he couldn't be understood 
since grammar is the' system of language and all 
language is systematic. Because "all people are eth- 
no-centric," we build our stereotypes out of differ- 
ences between ourselves and others. We need 
objective humility for effective research, not "elit- 
ist" views.

The summary states tha' 
preliminary investigations with the "Gates-Mac- 
Gintie Reading Tests" showed evidence that signifi- 
cant changes in reading comprehension can be 
expected following a three-month cycle of English 
as a Second Language instruction. Appended is a 
summary evsluation of PL. 89-10 Programs for fis« 
cal yesr 1967.

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If the foreign language teaching profession is to 
succeed in developing snd using better snd more 
pertinent mesns of evaluating atudent achievement 
(and, consequently, of measuring its own instruc- 
tional effectiveness), teachers *t every level must 
reexamine teating and evaluation procedurea and 
those engaged in research and development must 
increase theii activities. In an initial attempt to 
broaden and strengthen evaluation procedures, the 
profession could (1) study current reference books 
for information snd ideas, (2) broaden the scope of

An experiment with 17 teachers of first-year high 
school French recruited from the staffs of three 
large, diversified San Joee, California school dis- 
tricts was designed to (1) observe closely the class- 
room behaviors of the participating teachers, (2) 
identify those successful in terms of pupil achieve- 
ment, and (3) compare the behaviors and character- 
istics of these teachers with those identified as leas 
successful.

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The 1970-71 evaluation of the Title VII bilingual 
education program in the Edgewood Independent 
School District in San Antonio, Texas, if presented 
in this report The report discusses the program with 
regard *c (1) curriculum development, (2) staff de- 
velopment, (3) community involvement, and (4) the 
pre* and post-tests given to the students. The testing 
instruments used were (1) the Linguistic Capacity 
Index given to all first grades in the program, (2)

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A report is given of student learning outcomes 
investigated over a one and one hslf year period on 
the Spanish Dame School Project.

School readiness was 
measured through/five categories of the Inventory 
of Developmental Tasks (IDT). An analysis of the 
correlations among the project developed instru- 
ments revealed low intercorrelations among the 
tests, thus indicating that they are measuring sepa- 
rate skills.

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An instrument to measure attitude toward the 
learning of French ss a second lsngusge (ALFS) was 
developed.

The purpose of this study wu to improve the Eng- 
lish competence of Spanish-speaking students, to 
increase their success in school, and to help them 
develop stronger self-concepts.

The 
first bhould resemble very closely children's typicsl 
use of language in the classroom. The second seg- 
ment assesses whether their lsngusge style is modi- 
fied in the presence of sn unfsmilisr sdult. The third 
segment seeks to simulste other studies of nstursl 
lsngusge, snd the children sre left slone with thr 
csrds and the tape recorder running. The tapes are 
returned to the Arizons Center for transcription and 
analysis. The information is broken down into free 
flow format which identifies teacher and child out- 
put. These are then submitted to sn snslysis for 
basic language dimensions. (Author/ DEP) 
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This paper contains a critical evaluation of the 
research conducted by O.L. Davis and Carl Per- 
sonke on the use of reading readiness tests in Eng- 
lish and Spanish for Spanish speaking elementary 
school pupils. Dsvis and Personke indicated that, 
when Spanish speaking first graders were tested in 
both English and Spanish, most of the differences 
were not significant The authors of this critique 
argue that Davis and Personke misinterpreted 'heir 
data and that the result has been s continued i suae 
of standardized tests for Spanish speaking pupils. 
One of the objections was that insufficient attention 
wss given to language dominance factors snd to the 
identification of pupil characteristics other than lan* 
guage. Another problem was that the nature of the 
population distributions contributing to the correla- 
tions between predictor and criterion measures hsd 
not been carefully analyzed. (MKM) 
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"Linguistic ability" is a widely misused term in 
foreign lsngusge literau.c. This confusion 
prompted sn investigstion into lsngusge sptitude 
testing, the specific goals of which included deter* 
mining: the distribution of language aptitude across 
sbility rsnge; the vslidity of Pimsleur's suggestions 
ot combined verbsl snd suditory scores; snd 
whether students are generally consistent in their 
psttern of scoring. On the first dsy of the investlgs- k 
tion, 160 students st a high school in the Sydney 
suburbs completed s questionnaire requesting infor- 
mstion about lsngusge background and interests. 
On the second dsy 151 of the students (9 were 
absent) took the Pimsleur Lsngusge Aptitude Bst- 
tery. The data yielded the following findings, smong 
others: (1) interest is more importsnt thsn I.Q. or 
sny other component of lsngusge sptitude in FL 
election snd perceived difficulty; (2) evidence does 
not support use of s combined "verbsl" and "sudi- 
tory" score; snd (3) students sre not consistently 
"shove sverage," "average," or "below average" in 
language potential. These and other findings reveal 
the importance ui individualized instruction and the 
dangers of overgeneralization in FL instruction. 
This in turn assumes s commitment to the principle 
of equal opportunity for students in New South 
Wales. (Author/AM) 
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This paper describes a procedure designed to en- 
hance the effectiveness of teaching writing skills in 
intermediate and advanced English as a Second 
l anguage (ESL) classes. The procedure consists of 
a correction sheet and a testing technique, rhe stu- 
dent prcpaics a written assignment which is cor- 
rrcted by thr instructor with regard to the student's 
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individual ability. A correction sheet is then pre- 
pared by the student. The instructor compares the 
correction sheet with the original assignment snd 
then prepares snd sdministers individualised tesu 
based on the correction sheets. Although additional 
work is required of the teacher in the preparation of 
individualised tests, the sdvantages of this method 
sre thst: (I) each student is motivated in an in- 
dividualized way to overcome particular composi- 
tion problems; snd (2) s positive approach is taken 
in that strong emphasis is placed on correct forms 
rather than on mistakes. (CLK) 
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This paper deals with the vocabulary problems 
encountered bv advanced ESL students. While be- 
ginning and Intermediate texts tend to control 
vocabulary and adapt reading selections to the 
learner, advanced students are usually forced to 
Confront unabridged texts. Resding is s wsy to in- 
crease vocabulary, but a lack of vocabulary makes 
the reading task difficult. Continual reliance on a 
dictionary slows the process down and diverts from 
the over- all meaning of a given passage. It is sug- 
gested thst strategies should be developed for guess- 
ing the meaning of words from the context. 
Guessing is s nstursl process in language behavior 
which the student probably uses in speaidng his own 
lsngusge, and can be used In language instruction by 
means of the cloze procedure. A text In which words 
hsve been systematically deleted is presented, re* 
quiring the student to use lexical, syntactic, stylistic 
or contextual clues to replace them. Such exercises 
sre easy to construct. They also provide variety, 
A encourage the student to take risks, and counteract 
the tendency to deal with words or sentences in 
isolation. (CLK) 
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The study reports the results of the snslysis of 
Comprehension- Production Test in the kindergsr- 
ten of two bilingual schools (L-l English /L- 2 
French, L-l Spanish /L- 2 English) in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area.

(2) Comparative atudies of 
second language acquisition can furnish an empiri- 
cal basis for psycholir^uistic and perhaps also lin- 
guistic theory. (Author) 
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This study focuses on the consequences of immer- 
sion experience aa a means of developing second 
lsngusge skills. The students involved are 13 to 14 
yeira of age, finishing grade .7 in the public school 
system. Two forms of immersion sie compared, 
"early" and "late." Early immersion means thst stu- 
dents had followed an immersion progrsm from kin* 
dergarten on, while late immersion means that 
students had followed a French-as-s-second lan- 
guage program during elementary school, and taken 
a one-year French immersion program at grade 7 
An analysis of the comparative abilities of the two 
groups leads to the genersl conclusions thst there 
were differences in second lsngusge proficiency be- 
tween early and late immersion students. These dif- 
ferences appeared on tests of reading, writing, 
apeaking and liatening where the early immersion 
students generslly performed better than the later 
immersion students. However, neither group of stu- 
dents performed at the tame level as the franco* 
phone students.

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The attitude and motivation of twenty-one Vene- 
zuelan students learning English st Boston Univer- 
sity was assessed using two means: a controlled 
interview and a bilingual adaptation of the Gardner 
et al. 1 974 Attitude Scalea.

Eight of them were subsequently presented with 
their errors in written form snd asked to correct 
them. The 12 adults produced s total of 451 errors, 
of which 20.6% wet e due to interference from Span- 
ish, 60 3% were developmentsl snd 19% were from 
other sources. There was no variation in the propor- 
tions of errors from different sources sccording to 
academic status: intermediate students produced 
60.3% developnv utal errors snd advanced students 
produced 60.2%. Most subjects, both intermediate 
and advanced, were only able to correct about half 
their errors. Their corrections of the "Is X" struc- 
ture suggest thst this error msy be due to syntactic, 
rather than phonological, interference.

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This paper describes sn instrument used to assess 
the receptive langusge of children. The bilingusl 
child is tested first in the non-dominant language. 
When the ceiling is reached in the non-dominant 
language, the tester switches to the dominant lan- 
guage. (The ideal situation would be to give the test 
\n one Isngusge one day, then repeat the test in the 
other language some days later. However, the logia- 
tics of testing young children snd other fsctors 
mske this alternative less practical.)

of two years had become more fluent in a second 
Isngusge (English) thsn in her nstive tongue. To 
provide s basis of comparison the tests used in this 
study were slso given to the child's older brother 
who hsd been in the United itatea for approxi- 
mately the same length of time. The girl wu 7:1 
years old when her fsmily came to the United States 
and she knew no English st sail. Her brother wu 14 
and had studied English in Greece. Both children 
took three tests which were messures of lexical 
dominance: a picture vocabulary test and two word 
association tests. The data gathered from the study 
suggest that the girl was losing facility in Greek and 
was already ahead in performance in English after 
only two years in the United Ststes. Her brother, on 
the other hsnd, seemed to be moving closer to a 
bilingualism in which he would be able to control 
both languages with cqusl fscility in appropriate 
situstions. Unlike his sister, however, he would 
probably always have an accent when speaking Eng- 
lish. (Author/CFM) 
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This report c-scribes the seven-week program of 
the first-, second-, and third-year Oerman language 
coursea taught at Middlebury College during the 
summer of 1977. This wss an intensive progrsm 
with st least four hours of formal classroom instruc- 
tion per day. The high scores achieved on the MLA- 
Cooperstive Foreign Langusge Tests, Forms LA 
and MA, and on the M LA- Cooperative Foreign 
Language Proficiency Test demonstrate that a pro- 
gram of this nsture csn be very successful. Ap- 
pended to this report sre the structures of courses 
snd modules for the first, second, third, snd fourth 
yesr of Oerman for the summer of 1978, and a list 
of the the textbooks to be used si these four levels. 
It msy be difficult to duplicate the program entirely 
at another institution; the report csn, however, aid 
interested teschers in designing s similar total im- 
mersion language training program. (Author/CFM) 
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Numerous instruments used by school districts to 
assess language dominance are not designed to de- 
termine either language dominance or proficiency. 
Nor do they yield sufficient data for appropriate 
program placement. One example of such an instru- 
ment is the Del Rio Language Screening Test 
(DRLST), designed to screen children of three to 
seven years of age who may require special educa- 
tion programs, and not bilingual education pro- 
grams. It is recon mended for use with students in 
the following lanfiage groups: (1) English-speaking 
Anglo- Americans; (2) predominantly English- 
speaking Mtxirm American* , and (3) predomi- 
nantly Spanish aking Mexican Americans. The 
test is not designd to test language dominance; it 
is designed to diagn >se disorders in language perfor- 
mance. In conclusion, it is not recommended that 
school districts use this measure to identify students 
for placement in bilingual-bicultural programs. 
Rather, this test should be used in connection with 
bilingual special education programs. (Author/ AM) 
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Assessment of the Spanish-speaking bilingual 
child's language dominance is essential to bilingual 
education, but to date there is no universally ac- 
cepted way of doirtg this. There are many teats on 
the msrket which purport to measure language 
dominance and achievement, md which involve 
various criteria and methods. This paper describes 
four tests, each of which can be useful in contribut- 
ing to an overall assessment of language dominance. 
The Bilingual Syntax Measure defines language in 
terms of phonemes, and is designed to measure oral 
proficiency in English and Spanish. The Dos 
Amigos Verbal Language Scale measures language 
development in English and Spanish separately. The 
James Language Dominance Test is designed to as- 
sess sctive and passive language dominance of kin- 
dergarten and first grade Mexican American 
children. The Pictorial Test of Bilingualism and 
Language Dominance measures oral vocabulary for 
both Spanish and English, as well as phonological, 
morphological, and syntactic development in both 
languages. (AM) 
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The present study concentrated on the writing 
vocabulary of ryiexican American children (grades 
, 1-8) in order to answer the following questions: (1) 
Are there regional differences in the writing vocabu- 
lary of Mexican American Children? (2) Is one justi- 
fied in translating directly ' from English into 
Spanish? (3) Is there a need for the development of 
specialized Mexican American language materials? 
(4) Can an informal reading inventory be for- 
mulated so that the grade level can be determined 
when the child reads in Spanish? Participating 
schools were selected from the roster of federally 
funded ESEA Title Vll Bilingual Education Pro- 
'grams for 1975. Only those schools which indicated 
a majority of Mexican American speakers were in- 
cluded. Major focus was on Illinois, Texas snd Cali- 
fornia. From the writing samples submitted, a 
vocabulary for each grade was randomly selected. 
Tabulation of vocabulary was done by computer: (1) 
according to frequency, (2) by grade and state, (3) 
to compare grade levels across state regions, and (4) 
to determine differences in frequency of use in 
words. A comparison was made between the 1976 
Criscoe list of English vocabulary and the present 
Mexican American vocabulary study. Results are 
discussed in terms of applications to the develop- 
ment of bilingual education programs, both testing 
and methodology, specifically meeting <• * needs of 
the Mexican American student. (Auth. /CLK) 
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This report presents recommendations for meas- 
ures to be used in assessing the impact of Project 
Developmental Continuity (PDQ. Chapter l re- 
views the purpose of the impact study and presents 
the basic considerations guiding the selection of 
measures. Chapter II describes the review process 
that led to the final recommendations. Chapter III 
presents the final recommendations, along with sup* 
porting rationale, for measures to be used in the 
areas of: (1) social-emotional development; (2) psy- 
chomotor development, health, and nutrition; (3) 
cognitive and language development; (4) impact on 
parents and teachers; (5) bilingual/bicultural educa- 
tion; and (6) site-specific goals. The appendix con- 
tains one-page descriptions of the recommended 
measures, including information about items, ad- 
ministration procedures, scoring criteria, validity 
arid reliability.

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Comprehension, Reading Failure, Second Lan- 
guage Learning, Semantics, Syntax, Testing 
Identifiers— individual Diagnostic Assessment for 
Language 

The work reported here is part of an ongoing pro- 
ject to develop a language comprehension assess- 
ment instrument that: (1) is sensitive enough to 
pinpoint the particular language phenomena that 
are causing difficulty or have not been mastered, 
and (2) is also broad enough in scope to provide a 
credible and us* ful description of language profi- 
ciency. The instrument is called the Individual 
Diagnostic Assessment for Language and Reading 
Comprehension (IDA-LRO). Though it is seen 
primarily as an instrument for individual assess- 
ment, it is being developed and tested in a group 
mode. Language comprehension assessment should 
be based essentially on normal language develop- 
ment, that is, it should not reference scholastic 
knowledge or subject matter information. Assess- 
ment items should not involve areas of critical 
thinking or intellectual difficulty beyond the level of 
tfie inherent logical relations contained in everyday 
language. The content of the IDA-LRC is divided 
into four areas - decoding, syntax, semantics, and 
pragmatics - and each area contains one or more 
domains. Parts of the IDA-LRC have been tested in 
three studies, the results of which are discussed. 
Results demonstrate the potential of the instrument 
as a research too) in reading development and as a 
sensitive reeking instrument. (CLK) 
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This paper discusses the relationship between lan- 
gusge proficiency and intelligence. In particular, the 
paper is concerned with the elements of intelligence 
testing which creep into tests designed to determine 
language proficiency, and the proliferation of test- 
ing of all types and the kinds of interpretations made 
of these tests. Particulsr reference is made to the 
non-native sHult speaker of English who is fre- 
quently subject to these types of tests. Native- 
speaker data indicate that the reading section of the 
Test of English as a Foreign Language (TOEFL) 
presents difficulty for the native and non-native 
speaker of English alike, ano* that both groups find 
this section the most difficult of the test. A compari- 
son of TOEFL and Graduate Record Examination 
(GRE) scores for foreign students applying for ad- 
mission to Texas AAM University did not show a 
very high correlation. A Swedish study which at- 
tempted to examine the relationship between profi- 
ciency in English as a second language and various 
intelligence factors was also unable to find high cor- 
relation between the two types of test. Indications 
are that the ORE and similar tests are not appropri- 
ate for determining second language proficiency. 
More investigation is needed of the relationship be- 
tween language and intelligence; in particular, joint 
resesrch on this question by linguists, psychologists, 
and measurement specialists is needed. (Author- 
/AM) 
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This annotated bibliography of Spanish applied 
linguistics and teaching methodology is designed to 
provide teachers and researchers with comprehen- 
sive descriptions of primary studies in both rreaa.

The corresponding constructions in Greek 
involved ambiguity appreciation, and tests of mono- 
glots and bilinguals indicated that a cognitive deve- 
lopmental stage is implicated in ambiguity 
appreciation. Striking contrasts between the results 
from Greek children, who did not appreciate am- 
biguity, and what would be expected on the basis of 
English studies forced an appeal to semantics in 
explaining comprehension difficulty. Testing a wide 
range of constructions with fewer reporting verbs 
demonstrated that semantic theories which invoked 
speakers' intentions could not provide a general ex- 
planation of comprehension difficulties. What 
seemed to be developing was a gradual mastery of 
the way reporting verbs gave meaning to, and took 
meaning from, the constructions in which they can 
stand. The fact that results from monoglots were 
language-particular made possible a test of bilingual 
children to evaluate theories about their develop- 
ment.
